Reasons for Allowance 

1 8. Claims 1 -89 are allowed. 

19. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The 
submersible as claimed is not shown or suggested in the prior art because of the use of 
a submersible that is comprised of a hull having at least one pressure pod for 
accommodating at least one person in a recumbent sitting position, and at least one pair 
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of fixed wings that are disposed on said hull, where said fixed wings have ailerons that 
are movable in opposite directions with respect to each other in order to provide said 
submersible with the ability to roll. 

20. The prior art as disclosed by Rowe (US 5,237,952) shows the use of a 
submersible that is comprised of a hull, at least one pressure pod for accommodating at 
least one person in a recumbent sitting position, at least one pair of rotatable wings that 
are disposed on said hull, at least one elevator that is disposed on said hull, a thruster, 
and a steering means, where said wings are movable in opposite directions with respect 
to each other in order to provide said submersible with the ability to roll. Schubert 
(US 3,598,074) discloses a submersible that is comprised of a hull that contains four 
separate pressure pods that each accommodate at least one person and have an 
acrylic dome access hatch and a life support system. Kohnen (US 5,704,309) discloses 
a submersible that is comprised of a hull with a pressure pod that is accommodating at 
least three persons. However, none of the prior art cited shows or suggests the use of 
a submersible that is comprised of a hull having at least one pressure pod for 
accommodating at least one person in a recumbent sitting position, and at least one pair 
of fixed wings that are disposed on said hull, where said fixed wings have ailerons that 
are movable in opposite directions with respect to each other in order to provide said 
submersible with the ability to roll.
